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Action to be taken 
on school parking 


MONTHS of do-it-yourself parking 
restrictions near schools could end 
with permanent barriers being 
installed for children’s safety. 

Mum-of-three Melanie Turnbull, 
along with PCSO Kayla Packman, has 
been leading the effort to stop cars 
parking on zig-zag lines, yellow lines 
and drop curbs in School Lane, 
Haverhill, over fears for the safety of 
pupils at Burton End and St Felix pri¬ 
mary schools. 

After a meeting earlier this week, 
erecting railings and painting double 
yellow lines along the length of the 
road are only some of the options to 
be explored. 

Melanie, 31, said: “I’m quite confi¬ 
dent that something is going to get 
done, as long as we don’t face too 
many objections from the public.” 

Since December last year, Melanie 
and four other parents at the school 
have been setting out traffic cones 
before school at 8.40am and after 
school at 3.40pm. 

A team of pupils, wearing high-visi¬ 
bility jackets, have been recently 
tasked with noting down registration 
plate numbers of those parking incor¬ 
rectly. 

Fay Trussler, headteacher at Burton 
End, has also organised for some of 
the youngsters to become junior road 
safety officers. An assembly will be 
held at a later date.

Ms Trussler said: “It’s a solution to 
get children involved in road safety, 
so they can help other children as 
well. It’s about getting them to be 
aware of the dangers of the road, and 
how to be safe around the road.” 

There are a few car parking spaces 
available near both of the primary 
schools, and Haverhill’s Rugby Club 
at the the top of the road has a public 
car park with about 30 spaces. But 
parents instead try to park as close to 
the gates as possible, Melanie said. 

“It’s only a few parents doing it and 
it’s a real shame. We do have the park¬ 
ing available but people refuse to use 
it,” she added. 

PCSO Packman was at the meeting 
on Monday. She said: “A positive 
meeting was held between represent¬ 
atives from the police, county coun¬ 
cil, town council and the schools con¬ 
cerned, at which approval was given 
to put in place a combination of rail¬ 
ings and road markings, which we 
hope will encourage parents to park 
in a safe and legal manner. 

“Plans are now being drawn up and 
I expect these measures to be imple¬ 
mented very soon.” 

Will Austin, town clerk, also attend¬ 
ed Monday’s meeting alongside Cllr 
Julian Flood and Simon Curl, of 



Suffolk County Council Highways. 

Mr Austin praised Suffolk County 
Council for its “positive response” to 
worries about parking and pedestrian 
safety. He said: “The town council is 
encouraged by the positive response 
of the county council to concerns 
expressed by the school, parents, 
town council and police. 

“We look forward to seeing pro¬ 
posed plans for the installation of 
parking restrictions and barriers for 
the two schools affected.” 


A county council spokesman con¬ 
firmed that possible solutions, includ¬ 
ing the use of railings and yellow 
lines, would be looked at. 

He said: “It was agreed that the 
county council would draw up a num¬ 
ber of options for consideration by the 
school, police, town council and local 
councillors.”

Council: support funding petition 


A PETITION calling for funding to be 
restored to Haverhill has attracted 
the formal support of councillors. 

Created by the Haverhill and 
Kedington Labour group earlier this 
month, the petition is asking St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council to 
pass on the Council Tax Support 
grant to Haverhill residents. 

The town council is set to lose 
£129,000 over the next four financial 
years, and all councillors voted in 
favour of supporting the petition. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: “The 
town council has decided to support 
the document, set up by residents 
and we are holding copies of the 
petition at the Arts Centre. 


“We need the whole town to sign 
and show the strength of feeling on 
this issue.” 

Last week, councillors voted to 
raise the council tax by 3.69 per cent 
- a decision they say was directly 
caused by the lack of funds from the 
borough. 

Band D residents will pay an extra 
£3.98 per year. 

Cllr Clive Turner was the only one 
not to vote in favour of the draft 
budget, which protected the town's 
free community events. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Maureen Byrne said: “If you have 
got the hump about what we are 
trying to do, then take your hump 


out on the borough because we have 
been put in this position. 

“There is no alternative if we want 
to retain the events that we 
provide.” 

Cllr Tony Brown, speaking during 
the public forum, said that UKIP 
councillors were “reluctantly” 
supporting the rise, which is due to 
the borough council’s “greed”. 

More than 300 people have signed 
up online so far, with a minimum of 
500 signatures required.

THE decision to raise coun¬ 
cil tax in favour of keeping 
community events free did 
not please some residents 
last week. 

But as Haverhill Town 
Council prepares to cele¬ 
brate its 25th birthday in 
April, outgoing town clerk 
Will Austin has reminded 
the public that the local 
authority was created to 
provide “things to do” in the 
town. 

Both St Edmundsbury 
Borough and Suffolk County 
Councils have frozen their 
share of the council tax for 
the upcoming financial year 
- but last week, the town 
council voted in favour of a 
3.69 per cent precept rise for 
2014/15. 

Mr Austin said: “The focus 
on events reflects just how 
Haverhill grew up. There 
was a big expansion in the 
50s, 60s and 70s and the 
community started to com¬ 
plain there was nothing to 
do. 

“The council was set up in 
the town to fill that gap.” 

As well as putting on a pro¬ 
gramme of free community 
events including the 
Summer Bash, Hallowe’en 
Trail and Family Christmas 


Night, the town council 
runs the Arts Centre and the 
Leiston Community Centre. 

The town council is also in 
charge of grit bins, bus shel¬ 
ters and “environmental 
enhancement”, as well as 
providing grants for local 
organisations and commu¬ 
nity projects. 

Mr Austin added: “Some 
town councils provide dif¬ 
ferent services, but we have 
chosen to focus on commu¬ 
nity events and activities 
because there isn’t enough 
of that type of thing going on 
in town without our help.” 

The borough council’s 
share of the council tax for 
the upcoming year is the 
same as it was four years ago 
- £175.23 a year for band D 
residents. 

Suffolk County Council 
has also approved a freeze 
for the fourth year in a row. 


Last year, people living in 
St Edmundsbury paid £51.6 
million in council tax, with 
77 per cent of the total going 
to the county council, 12 per 
cent going towards the bor¬ 
ough council. Eleven per 
cent was allocated to the 
Suffolk Police Authority. 

Half of the borough coun¬ 
cil’s spending last year was 
on housing services, with 
the county council paying 
most for children and young 
people’s services, including 
schools. 

St Edmundsbury also pro¬ 
vides waste collections, 
street cleaning and environ¬ 
mental health as well as 
being in charge of planning 
and building control in the 
area. 

In the coming year, 
£75,000 of savings are being 
made through a review of 
office space in West Suffolk 


House. 

Cllr David Ray, borough 
council cabinet member for 
resources, said: “We have 
already proved that by 
working differently, we can 
deliver savings and protect 
services for our residents. 

“I am proud to say that the 
proposal to freeze our share 
of council tax means that 
residents will be paying the 
same as they did four years 
ago, while still receiving 
high-quality, value-for- 
money services.” 

County council savings 
include bringing IT, HR and 
financial services back in 
house, cutting the contin¬ 
gency budget and budgets 
for major projects and 
reviewing children’s centre 
provision. 

Cllr Colin Noble, county 
cabinet member for finance, 
said: “Every department 
within the council under¬ 
stands the financial squeeze 
on public services and are 
committed to ensuring 
these savings are made, 
whilst trying to protect our 
much valued front line. This 
budget agreement delivers 
on that commitment.” 

The county council is also 
in charge of adult and com¬ 
munity services, public 
health and highways, roads 
and pavements.

Hopefully in the 
future we get bigger names like this 
coming here.” 

Adam Mepham was also in the 
audience - and even managed to 
snag a picture with Alan after the 
show was over.

He did however 
insist on pronouncing the town as

Is ambulance 
survey too late?

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PATIENTS and their families 
are being asked for their opin¬ 
ion on the ambulance service. 

It is hoped that the service in 
Suffolk will be shaped for the 
future by a customer survey, 
created by Healthwatch Suffolk 
in partnership with the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
Trust. 

But Cllr Tony Brown, for 
Haverhill East and Kedington, 
said that Healthwatch Suffolk 
should have “taken an interest 
sooner” because the failings in 
Haverhill’s ambulance service 
“have been apparent for a long 
time”. 

Members of the public are 
being asked to share their expe¬ 
riences of using the ambulance 
service and give their views on 
how it could be improved for 
the future. 

Will Austin, town clerk, has 
said that the service in Haverhill 
is a “major concern”. 

“I have repeatedly heard of 
cases where it has taken 
upwards of an hour for an 
ambulance to arrive to deal 
with an emergency,” he said. 

“This simply isn’t good 
enough, especially in a town 
with no hospital of its own and 
with very poor transport links 
to the nearest hospital wards.” 


Currently, there is only one 
ambulance covering Haverhill 
between lam and 7am every 
day, but it is often redeployed to 
busier areas of the region. 

The town’s emergency rapid 
response vehicle service was 
also withdrawn in April last 
year, but a spokesman for 
EEAST confirmed that the situ¬ 
ation is under “constant 
review”. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy 
mayor of Haverhill, is only one 
of those calling for the rapid 
response vehicle to be reinstat¬ 
ed. 

Teresa Church, EEAST general 
manager for Suffolk, said: “The 
vast majority of people who use 
the ambulance service receive a 
very high level of clinical care. 

“However, this survey gives us 


the opportunity to hear the 
views of a wide range of people 
from across Suffolk. At a time 
when we are making important 
improvements to the service, it 
is vital that we hear the thoughts 
of the people we serve so that 
we can best meet their aspira¬ 
tions.” 

A spokesman added: “We’d 
encourage people of Haverhill 
who have used the ambulance 
service to take the time to fill 
out the survey so that we can 
use their feedback to help 
ensure a better patient service 
in the future.”

A HALF-marathon and 10k race 
happening in Haverhill for the 
first time this year will be filmed 
for a documentary. 

The documentary will chronicle 
the build-up to the Haverhalf and 
HaverlO races, both taking place on 
May 11, as well as capturing the 
events on the day. 

Gary Pontin, main cameraman, 
and Ron Walker, producer, have 
been behind the camera already 
alongside Jack Tappin, race direc¬ 
tor. 

The duo were part of the team 
who created a film in response to 
an episode of BBC’s Man Alive, 
showing Haverhill in a bad light. It 
aired in 1968.

Mr Walker, of Lordscroft Lane, 
said: “Man Alive is still a current 
operation and we thought the race 
fitted very well with our profile and 
concept, which is to highlight the 
positives of Haverhill and its people 
and continue the process of dis¬ 
mantling negative views that still 
appear to persist. 

“My personal objective is that we 
will find people making positive 
statements which have come not 
from a project specifically orien¬ 
tated to bring such comments 
forth.” 

Almost 130 people have signed up 


for the races so far - but more run¬ 
ners and helpers for the day are still 
wanted. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, and Cllr Roger Andre, 
mayor of Haverhill, have both 
praised the inaugural races for put¬ 
ting Haverhill on the map. 

Mr Hancock will set off the 10K 
and run the half marathon, and 
Cllr Andre is starting the half mara¬ 
thon. 

He said: “We can compete with 
any town and Haverhill is expand¬ 
ing. I’ve seen from races elsewhere 
people become accustomed to 
them and have them on their calen¬ 
dar so hopefully this will become 
an annual event too. 


“We need better and more servic¬ 
es for the growing population, and 
the town council can’t do that 
alone so we need partners like 
HaverHalf to provide an opportu¬ 
nity for us to leverage extra value 
for the community.” 

The final cut of the documentary 
is expected to be finishsed in June, 
and will be available on YouTube 
and on DVD. 

It may also be shown at Haverhill 
Arts Festival in the summer.

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Bid to complete 
war roll of Honour 

THE search has been renewed to identify all servicemen 
named on Haverhill’s war memorial. 

The centenary of the First World War is taking place this 
year - and to coincide with the momentous anniversary, 
Haverhill Family History Group wants to complete the town’s 
Roll of Honour. 

Group member Gharmian Thompson took on the challenge 
of tracing one of two unidentified men on the memorial. 

She discovered that Stephen Webb was born in Haverhill in 
1875, the youngest of eight children. He lived with his family 
at 5 Chauntry Road, and started work as an apprentice 
clothier before becoming a shop manager in Fareham, 
Hampshire. He enlisted in 1915 but had to be discharged due 
to ill health. 

Mr Webb died only three weeks after being discharged, 
and he was buried in an unmarked plot at Haverhill Cemetery 
on November 1,1916. The final person to be identified on 
the memorial is inscribed as E Nunn.

What’s your police priority? 


RESIDENTS are being encouraged to 
submit their ideas for the next quar¬ 
ter’s policing priorities. 

At the last Safer Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) meeting in December the public 
were able to cast their vote online for 
the first time if they could not attend in 
person. 

Fifteen people watched the online 
stream, and 14 people voted for what 
they thought should be the focus. 

Twenty-six people voted for illegal 
parking in the High Street by residents 
and traders to be the top priority, while

22 voted for speeding to be tackled and 
18 were in favour of clamping down on 
cyclists with no lights. 

Between December 10 last year and 
February 18, Inspector Peter Ferrie 
confirmed that 271 parking tickets had 
been handed out in total - with up to 12 
tickets a day being issued. 

Despite the action, Inspector Ferrie 
has said that people would rather pay 
£30 for a parking ticket instead of 


spending 30p on a car park. 

Seventeen speed checks have been 
carried out by officers in partnership 
with the traffic department from Bury 
St Edmunds, and two cyclists have 
been issued with Fixed Penalty Notices 
for travelling without lights. 

PCSO Steven Ridpath created cycling 
safety posters, which have been dis¬ 
played across town. Officers have been 
stopping cyclists and giving them a 
warning, with re-offenders being fined. 

SNT Sergeant Gary Miller said the 
police will be making the public aware 


of some “emerging issues” in the town, 
which he hopes will enter the public 
vote at the next meeting. These include 
an increase in theft from town centre 
shops. 

He said: “I think a change gives us a 
fresh priority to get our heads around, 
and work with our partners. 

“I hope to put forward at the meeting 
some emerging issues that the police 
are experiencing.”

Schoolboy 
shares his 
slice of Pi 
with users 

A LINTON schoolboy, known as ‘The 
Raspberry Pi Guy’ online, hosted 
successful workshops on how to use 
Cambridge’s mini-computer. 

Matthew Timmons-Brown, 14, a 
Linton Village College (LVC) pupil, 
helped Raspberry Pi users at a day of 
sold-out workshops run by the 
Centre for Computing History in 
Cambridge. 

The whiz kid from Bartlow, who 
has established an online presence 
for his video tutorials, was asked 
back after a successful run at the 
centre last November. 

His popular YouTube channel ‘The 
Raspberry Pi Guy’ has more than 
18,000 subscribers and his videos 
have received tens of thousands of 
views. 

The practical workshops in the 
newly opened Hauser Studio taught 
attendees what the mini-computer 
was, how to use it, program it and 
make it control motors. 

Jason Fitzpatrick, director of the 
Centre for Computing History, said: 
“Matthew is a huge benefit to the 
workshops as he learnt how to use it 
from scratch so he relate to the 
users.” 

Due to popular demand, more 
workshops will be held with the 
14-year-old on Sunday, March 23. 



Plant gets go-ahead 
to move to town site 


A GALVANIZING plant will relocate to 
Haverhill from Saffron Walden after 
planning permission was granted 
last week. 

The newplant, for Acrow Galvanizing 
Ltd, will be built in Piperell Way - a 
location within the town’s industrial 
area, previously used for furniture 
manufacturing. 

Nick Hasler, general manager at the 
current plant in Ashdon Road, Saffron 
Walden, has said that the move is 
unlikely to take place until the out¬ 
come of a proposed development for 
its current site. 

Ridgeons, a building supply compa¬ 
ny, has applied for outline planning 
permission to redevelop the Ashdon 
Road site to create a new branch for its 
business, new commercial buildings 
and new homes.

Mr Hasler said: “Ridgeons are our 
landlords at this moment in time, and 
we are fully aware of their intention to 
develop this site - and that will deter¬ 
mine when we move.” 

In 2009, Wedge Group Galvanizing, 
of which Acrow is part, obtained plan¬ 
ning permission to build a replace¬ 
ment building on the Piperell Way site 
to house a plant. 

A second application was entered in 
December last year, after the first 
expired. 

Some of the staff working at Acrow 
come from Haverhill originally, Mr 
Hasler said. 

“No doubt if we get busier and the 


economy improves there is always an 
opportunity there for new jobs to 
arrive,” he said. 

Permission was granted on the 
grounds that work starts within three 
years and noise from the site will not 
exceed an agreed background level. 

It was also stipulated that work will 
only be carried out within the pro¬ 
posed area. 

Other conditions included that HGV 
access areas must be provided first, 
and that steps must be taken to pre¬ 
vent risk of pollution to the water envi¬ 
ronment before the plant becomes 
operational. 

The plans were recommended for 
approval by planning officers and the 
decision was made on February 20.

Police forces could combine control rooms to save cash 


AIOINT control room site 
for Suffolk and Norfolk 
constabularies could be 
one solution to saving 
money. 

Both police forces need 
to respectively save 
millions of pounds by 
March 2018 - and both 
chief constables will meet 
with Suffolk and Norfolk 
Police and Crime 
Commissioners today to 
discuss plans to reduce 
spending. 

The first main 


recommendation is to 
create a single control 
room function in Norfolk 
Police Headquarters. 

If approved, it is thought 
that the move will deliver 
about £1.8 million in 
savings a year, while still 
carrying out seamless 
work with telephony, 
computer systems and 
radio coverage. 

Norfolk’s control room 
would reportedly cost less 
to expand to cope with the 
extra work. 


A second 

recommendation, to be 
discussed at today’s 
meeting, is to combine 
support functions, 
including HR, finance, IT 
and transport, to work 
together in one location. 

This Shared Services 
Partnership (SSP) would 
save approximately £2.5 
million a year. 

It is thought that this 
base will be in Suffolk, if 
approved. 

Tim Passmore, police 


and crime commissioner 
for Suffolk, and Stephen 
Bett, police and crime 
commissioner for Norfolk, 
will consider the 
proposals and formerly 
respond. 

Suffolk and Norfolk 
police forces have been 
working together since 
2011 and have so far 
achieved £24.5 million in 
savings. 

They have a four-year 
plan, managed by the 
Strategic Change team.

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Nat’s phoenix 
burns bright 


When Nat Barden suffered a brain 
haemorrhage, doctors didn’t think she’d 
survive. Against the odds she pulled through 
- but that was just the beginning of her long 
journey to recovery; a journey that continues. 
Emma Higginbotham reports. 


I ’LL NEVER forget seeing 
myself for the first time: 
the front of my head had 
been shaved, and I had this 
great big scar, which was still 
a little bit bloody, and my 
face was frozen. I looked so 
tiny, so thin and emaciated, 
with these enormous, 
terrified eyes. I was just 
staring at myself, thinking 
‘That’s not me’. I literally 
didn’t recognise myself.” 

Nat Barden was 24 
when a devastating brain 
haemorrhage nearly killed 
her. It should have been a 
perfect day: it was August 
2003, and she and her 
fiance had travelled to the 
Creamfields music festival 
in Liverpool to see their 
favourite band. By the end of 
the night she was in intensive 
care, with the odds stacked 
firmly against her. 

“I woke up with a 
headache that morning, and 
it intensified throughout the 
day,” recalls Nat, curled up 
on the sofa with her black 
cat, Simba. “I took some 
Paracetamol with my lunch, 
then we went to the site. 

“It was a funny 
atmosphere; normally at 
festivals it’s very friendly, but 
people were walking around 
looking really miserable, so 
we ended up drinking quite 
a lot, just to get a bit more 
lifted before seeing Massive 
Attack. That was one of the 
main reasons we went up.” 
Before long, Nat’s 


headache became 
unbearable. “It got to a point 
where I was in so much pain 
I was kneeling on the floor, 
being sick. I went really 
white, and things started to 
spin.” 

Worried, her boyfriend 
wanted to fetch help, “but I 
kept telling him not to worry 
about it. I didn’t want to ruin 
people’s night, and I didn’t 
want to miss my band. 

“In the end I was taken to 
the first aid tent, and my last 
memory is of lying on the 
ground with a slightly cross 
lady asking me questions. 
Everything was spinning -1 
assumed I was just drunk, 
but it was really frightening. 
Then apparently I had a 
seizure.” 

Nat was rushed to hospital, 
where scans revealed she’d 
had a sub-arachnoid brain 
haemorrhage. Surgeons 
immediately set to work, 

“and I’ve got a scar from here 
to here,” she says, running 
her finger from the left side 
of her skull to her right 
ear, “where they drilled to 
evacuate the big blood clot 
in my right frontal lobe. My 
parents came up straight 


away, and they were told that 
I probably wouldn’t survive 
the next 24 hours.” 

The operation was a 
success, but complications 
meant that Nat had to have 
two further operations. 

She was then put into a 
medically-induced coma, 
during which time infections 
left her critically ill. 

When she gradually 
came round, nearly three 
weeks later, Natalie was in 
a bad way - her left side 
was completely paralysed. 

“I couldn’t see, couldn’t 
speak, couldn’t move,” she 
says quietly. “I felt so scared. 
My face was frozen, and it 
remained paralysed for about 
three months, the same 
amount of time as my left 
side.” 

Nat was in hospital for 
nearly four months and 
made good progress, thanks 
to working hard at her 
physiotherapy exercises. But 
there was hidden damage: 
back home in Cambridge, 
she was left with memory 
problems and epilepsy: at 
one stage, she was having 
two ‘grand mal’ seizures 
every day. 


“It was horrendous, and I 
didn’t really leave the house,” 
she says. “With the seizures 
I used to have, I’d go blue 
and stop breathing; they’re 
different now, and I do get a 
lot more warning. 

“But I have had to get off 
my bike and find a grassy 
patch where I won’t bang 
my head against concrete, 
and just have to allow it to 
happen, because I can’t stop 
it.” 

A trained make-up artist, 
Nat decided to start work 
again the following January, 
just four months after the 
haemorrhage. “I wanted to 
get back to work because I 
felt like I needed to prove 
there was a reason why I 
survived,” she says. 

“But it was ridiculous, 
totally unrealistic. I could 
hardly walk, I had no 
stamina, and it just made me 
very depressed. I felt like a 
failure.” 

She resigned, and tried 
other jobs, “but it always 
came down to the fact that 
I wasn’t efficient enough; I 
operate on a slower rate to 
most people. In our society 
there’s a real emphasis on 
efficiency, and when you’re 
a bit broken you can’t always 
keep up with that pace - and 
then you feel inadequate and 
demoralised. 

“I was always honest about 
my situation, but people 
tend to take you at face 
value, and because I do look

reasonably well, they expect 
you to be fully capable, but 
unfortunately you’re not. 
You’re never quite the same.” 

Eighteen months on, Nat’s 
relationship broke down, and 
the seizures continued to 
dominate her life. Sadly, the 
anti-convulsant medications 
proved as troublesome as the 
epilepsy itself. 

“The meds don’t agree with 
me,” she says. “I’ve changed 
them so many times, but 
they’ve all had really difficult 
side-effects, from insomnia 
and incredible fatigue to 
depression. Conventional 
medicine has saved my life, 
and I’m very grateful for that, 
but it has caused me a lot of 
problems.” 

Three years ago, Nat was 
tipped off about the Oliver 
Zangwell Centre (OZC), 
a neuropsychological 
rehabilitation unit in Ely. 

It was to change her life. 

“It’s a wonderful place 
where you get to meet 
other people who have 
acquired brain injury,” 
she says. “It was just 
really lovely to talk to 
people that have had 
similar experiences, and 
to not feel on my own.” 

Nat completed an 18- 
week programme at the OZC, 
which taught her not only 
about how the brain works, 
but also strategies to help her 
keep well. 

It was also here she saw the 
scan of her haemorrhage for 
the first time: “That’s when 
I was told there was a 10 per 
cent survival rate; I hadn’t 
known until then and, oh 
God, I cried my eyes out. I 
felt hugely humbled, just 
overwhelmed really” 

As part of her therapy, Nat 
drew a phoenix: colourful and 
dramatic, it has now become 
OZC’s logo. “I’m very proud 
of that,” she says. “I wanted 
to create an image, and I just 
thought well, a phoenix rising 
from the ashes will sum up 
my journey really, because 
I’ve come from a really dark 
place into a more hopeful 
place. And I wanted to have 
it full of colour, because the 
phoenix has so much life - it’s 
just had a bit of a difficult 
journey.” 

Last year, Nat had another 


bout of depression and 
poor health: “I literally felt 
hung-over,” she recalls. “I 
couldn’t think straight, I felt 
cold and shivery all the time, 
and this awful fatigue was 
just hanging over me. I spent 
months not really going out - 
I knew that if I saw someone 
for an hour that would wipe 
me out for the rest of the day.” 

A friend, who had 
fully recovered from his 
ME, recommended a 
naturopathic doctor who 
specialises in gut issues, “and 
I felt instinctively that it was 
around that area, because 
there is a direct link between 
gut health and brain health,” 
she says. 


Tests showed that Nat has 
gut dysbiosis: “It’s basically 
when your gut is self- 
fermenting, which sounds 
disgusting - you’ve got a 
microbrewery in your own 
gut! The trouble is, it gets 
into your bloodstream and 
poisons you. 

“So I’ve been on a course 
of treatment which included 
supplements and a certain 
type of eating plan, to cut out 
anything that would ferment 
and aggravate it, but I’m still 
not quite right.” 

Yet due to EU restrictions, 
the herbal medicines 
prescribed for Nat have been 
banned, “which is hugely 
frustrating because I just 
want to be well! I want to 
reach my full potential after 
struggling for 10 years. 

“As soon as I started the 
treatment and a certain 
homoeopathic remedy, I 


was so much better than I 
was. I was a wreck before; I 
am a totally different person 
now - and if we can get the 
government to reconsider 
their decision, and if I can get 
hold of my medicine, I know 
I’ll be so much better. 

“The medicines in this 
country aren’t designed to 
help with my condition; in 
Germany there is a much 
better understanding of gut 
dysbiosis, with treatments 
more readily available.” 

Aside from petitioning 
against the ban, Nat is now 
busying herself at Recovery 
College East, a Fulbourn- 
based college that helps 
people with mental health 
challenges. 

“I started as a student, and 
on the first day I just had the 

most wonderful day. 

“We talked about hope, 
and explored what 
recovery was all about, 
and really examined 
our feelings.” After 
the session, Nat was 
| told that she’d make a 
I great tutor, “and I was 
like Wo ah! I’m only 
just keeping it together 
myself!’ But it was 
something I wanted to do, 

so I went along to the tutor 
training.” 

She has now been teaching 
there for six months, and 
a project she particularly 
enjoys is ‘Telling My Story’, 
“where people can really 
open up, which just feels like 
a privilege each time, because 
people are so honest. 

“Our focus is always 
on recovery, so we look at 
what we’ve taken from our 
experiences - and I know 
I wouldn’t be the person I 
am today if I hadn’t had the 
experiences that I’ve had,” 
she says. 

“Admittedly it’s been 
incredibly tough, but I do see 
things in a different way now. 
I’ve developed an emotional 
intelligence, and I can really, 
truly empathise with people. 

“I have my challenging 
days and, like a lot of people, I 
find this time of year difficult. 
But I have a lot to focus my 
energies on now, and it’s 
lovely to be helping others on 
their journeys of recovery - 
and true self-discovery.”

Mum of six was 
caught stealing 
at Debenhams 


A MOTHER-of-six who 
stole more than £100 of 
clothing from Debenhams 
in Cambridge’s Grafton 
Centre has received a com¬ 
munity order. 

Lisa Wallace, 37, of Gannet 
Close in Haverhill, pleaded 
guilty to two counts of theft 
in Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court. 

The court heard Wallace 
had gone to Debenhams on 
two occassions in Decem¬ 
ber, the first on December 
11 and the second on Dec¬ 
ember 14, and stole goods 
by concealing them on her¬ 
self. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “On December 11 Ms 
Wallace was successful in 
that attempt because she 
was not stopped. 

“However she had been 
seen. To an extent, the store 
was forewarned for the next 
time she came in because 
this time she was watched 
constantly.

“This time she was stop¬ 
ped and they recovered the 
items.” 

Wallace had two young 
children with her when 
stopped, the court heard. 

Mr Brown added: “She 
made full admissions to the 
previous matter and this 
matter when she was spo¬ 
ken to.” 

While the value of the 
items in her first theft were 
unknown, the court heard 
she had taken a dress and 
put it in her jacket, stole a 
purse by putting it down 
her waistband, and put ear¬ 
rings in her pocket. 

Mr Brown also told the 
court Wallace had a num¬ 
ber of previous convictions, 
with a large amount of them 
theft-related. 

But Wallace, who repre¬ 
sented herself, said she had 
shoplifted because of her 


six kids, aged 18, 17, 16, 14, 
seven and six. 

She said: “I do have a lot of 
previous for theft but they 
were all for other matters. 

“I have never shoplifted 
apart from these two times 
before. I did bring the previ¬ 
ous stuff to the police sta¬ 
tion which was recovered 
from me. 

“They were still in the box 
and everything - I did not 
use them.” 

Chairwoman Rosie 
Spencer told Wallace the 
offences were serious. 

She said: “In our view, 
there was some planning to 
the offences, at least with 
the second offence. 

“You went back and tried 
again when you thought 
you had got away with it.” 

Wallace was sentenced to 
an 18-month community 
order with six months 
supervision. She was also 
ordered to pay £85 costs 
and a £60 victim surcharge.

‘Look again 
at previous 
turbine bid’ 


A COUNTY councillor is calling 
for a wind turbine application to 
be examined further. 

Cllr Julian Flood celebrated 
alongside residents, fellow coun¬ 
cillors and campaigners earlier 
this month when planning per¬ 
mission for a turbine at Nosterfield 
End, outside Haverhill, was re¬ 
fused by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

But the decision has led to ques¬ 
tions as to whether a previous 
turbine plan, by the same appli¬ 
cant James Sills, should go ahead. 

Planning permission was grant¬ 
ed for the turbine, to built near 
Chilton Street, Clare, in May last 
year. 

In an email to Cllr Jim Thorn- 
dyke, chairman of the develop¬ 
ment control committee, Cllr 
Flood, said: “The overwhelming 
decision to reject the Nosterfield 
End turbine leaves the earlier 
Chilton Street application under a 
considerable amount of doubt. 

“The same objections apply in 
both cases, and it is my opinion 
the same errors were made in

both assessments: the benefits 
were overstated; the amenity 
damage was underestimated; loss 
of property value was not consid¬ 
ered and the damage to wildlife 
study was sketchy.” 

Concerns about the affect on 
surrounding wildlife and listed 
buildings, as well as noise and 
visual impact were raised in rela¬ 
tion to the Nosterfield End appli¬ 
cation. 

Eventually, it was refused on the 
grounds it would have an “adverse 
impact on the landscape”. 

Planning officers recommended 
the Nosterfield End application be 
approved, but when councillors 
made it clear they wanted to 
refuse it at a meeting in December 
officers had to investigate the 
legal implications of saying no. 

Refusing on landscape grounds 
was the safest, officers said. 

It was refused on February 6.

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Pilot hit by a heart 
attack - at 1,500ft

A GRANDFATHER has told how he 
cheated death when he suffered a 
heart attack -1,500ft in the air in his 
microlight aircraft. 

John Lord, 64, who had always been 
in perfect health, was 20 minutes into 
a solo flight on Saturday afternoon 
when he was gripped by crippling 
chest pains. 

He immediately turned round and 
struggled the 10 miles back to his 
friend’s field near Wickhambrook, 
where he had taken off. 

Despite being in agony, grandfather 
John - a microlight pilot for 24 years - 
managed a “textbook landing” before 
getting his friend to call an ambu¬ 
lance. 

Within minutes of touching down he 
announced “I think I’m going to die” 
before he collapsed. 

Paramedics frantically performed 
CPR and managed to revive him 
before rushing him to West Suffolk 
Hospital. 

John, a dad-of-one, was due to be 
transferred to the specialist heart unit 
at Papworth Hospital this week. 

Speaking from his hospital bed, he 
said: “It was a beautiful day and the 
wind was in the right direction so I 
thought I would go for a fly. The chest 
pains started to get more intense but I 
didn’t think it was anything serious. 

“I thought they were down to being 
extremely hot so I was being optimis¬ 
tic at one point but then I thought to 
myself ‘I must get back on the ground’. 

“I knew when I was sitting in the car 
on the ground that something was 
seriously wrong. 

“I said ‘I think I’m going to die’ and 
the next thing I know the paramedic 



was doing CPR on me. 

“It is fortunate I didn’t carry on fly¬ 
ing and that I decided to come back 
when I did because if I hadn’t done 
that it could have been a very different 
story.” 

He added: “That’s my flying days 
over. I’ve flown for over 23 years and it 
was a very close call. I wouldn’t want 
to put the stress on my wife. Somebody 
was looking after me on Saturday, 
that’s for sure.” 

John, of Bury St Edmunds, is due to 
retire from his post as a technical con¬ 
sultant at mobile phone giants EE. 

He first got his pilot’s licence in 1989 
and immediately got hooked on the 
buzz of being alone in the sky and 
planned to spend much of his retire¬ 


ment flying. 

But since his near-miss he has also 
been forced to cancel his first retire¬ 
ment plan of a holiday to Florida next 
month as he faces up to eight weeks’ 
rehabilitation. 

Instead of flying he plans to pursue 
his other hobby of photography from 
the safety of the ground - but he 
admits nothing will beat the thrill of 
getting into a cockpit. 

John, who is married to Angela, 61, 
added: “I’ve never been in hospital in 
my life before this. I’ve never broken 
anything. 

“I am so thankful to the ambulance 
service or everything that was done 
on Saturday. Without them it would 
have been so very different.”

LONDON and its darkest stories are the theme 
for The Tyburn Tree , the new collaboration 
between two acclaimed Ivor Novello 2013 winning 
artists: multi-award-winning British saxophonist, 
composer and record producer John Harle and 
iconic singer Marc Almond. 

The concept album, The Tyburn Tree - Dark 
London , was released on Sospiro Noir (and 
distributed by Proper Records) this week. The 
project will receive its live premiere during a UK 
tour which includes Cambridge Corn Exchange 
on Tuesday, March 4, as part of the venue's 
adventurous new live music programming strand 
cornex: discover. 

Andrew Burton caught up with Marc Almond 
and John Harle over email about what musical 
treats lie in store. . . 

What should audiences expect when they see The 
Tyburn Tree? 

Marc Almond: The concert will be a live 
performance of the album with a little added 
theatricality. John may extend a couple of the 
pieces for live. Even I'm not too sure what to 
expect at this point, the piece is quite powerful. 

John Harle: An exciting show full of rhythm, 
energy and Marc singing at his best! We have 
an incredible band, including Ian Thomas on 
drums (Seal/George Michael/Eric Clapton/Mark 
Knopfler) and Sarah Leonard, who I have worked 
with for years and is the voice of my theme for 
Silent Witness. 

Have you collaborated before and what was it 
that brought you together to create this piece? 

MA: I sang on a couple of tracks on John's 
album Art Music last year, inspired by the 
paintings of David Hockney. We both share a 
love of British history, particularly London's dark 
history. 

JH: Marc sang on my album Art Music last 
year, but we've been planning The Tyburn Tree 
for longer than that. It seemed that we'd both

been planning this album independently of 
each other, because when we met around two 
years ago, we described the same album to each 
other! 

What was it that particularly drew you to the 
subject matter of London's dark history? 

MA: London's colourful and dark history 
has always held a deep fascination for me 
and I've collected and read many books on 
it. My favourite is Peter Ackroyd's London: 

A Biography. London is a place of myth 
and legend, none more so than the myths 
surrounding Jack The Ripper and the area of 
London where the murders happened and the 
speculation of who did it. 

JH: We are both from the north of England, 
but spent most of our working lives in London. 
Northerners see and think about London 
differently to Londoners. They see the roots of 
power in the streets and the romance of the 
history in a different way. This is a love affair 
with a mythological and dark history of London. 
What sort of music is it? 

MA: The music actually covers quite a few 
genres from folk to techno ambient and classical. 
There's some very tribal drums in a couple of 
songs, brass and voices. Quite apocalyptic. I joke 
with John that it's very progressive rock. 

JH: Yes, this is definitely progressive music. 
Heavily influenced by rock, electronica and 
classical together. Fun and quirky - but with a 
solid beat! 

The music from The Tyburn Tree is probably 
impossible to categorise but can you explain to 
readers what sort of mood or ambience it creates 
and how it will make them feel? 

MA: I hope it will excite them and give them 
goosebumps. 

JH: It should feel like a dream - surreal, 
subconscious elements vying for dominance - 
surprising and ultimately both fun and uplifting. 
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THE Australian Pink Floyd Show, 
whose note-perfect recreations of 
their Cambridge namesakes* back 
catalogue, are visiting the city 
where it all began with their new 
show, Set the Controls. 

"We are giving the fans the 
opportunity to vote for two 
songs off the albums Dark Side 
of the Moon, Wish You Were 
Here and Division Bell," explains 
bassist Colin Wilson. "The songs 
that get the most votes will be 
played." 

You can vote online at 


aussiefloyd.com, and, he 
continues: "It's also a great way 
of gathering information, to find 
out if we are playing the most 
popular Floyd songs. To that end, 
we are thinking of expanding 
the poll to include all Pink Floyd 
songs; it might throw up a few 
surprises." 

The band formed in Melbourne 
in 1988 and quickly gained 
a following because of their 
uncannily accurate versions of 
Pink Floyd's classic repertoire. 

They are so good, Floyd 


guitarist David Gilmour had 
them play at his 50th birthday 
and drummer Nick Mason has 
gone on record saying "they are 
probably better than we were". 

Now UK-based, there are 
three Aussies left in the line-up: 
founder members Jason Sawford 
(keyboards) and Steve Mac 
(guitar), and Colin on bass. 

And they're not just known for 
the standard of their covers; their 
visuals are pretty epic too. 

"When we first started the 
visuals, we tended to make it as 


close as possible to the Pink Floyd 
stuff and in the last few years I've 
pushed for a bit of a change," 
explains Colin, who designs the 
band's artwork and merchandise 
on top of his bass duties. "The 
visuals are becoming more 'our' 
interpretations of what Floyd 
would do and not just a direct 
copy; this gives us the chance to 
be more creative and stamp our 
own identity on the show."

THE BOOK THIEF 

certificate 12A, 2h11 m 

DEATH haunts every frame of 
Brian Percival's wartime drama. 

The Grim Reaper (voiced by 
Roger Allam) is the mellifluous 
narrator of this beautifully 
crafted story of courage and 
determination during the 
Second World War, based on 
the international bestseller of 
the same name by Markus 
Zusak. 

Unseen until the final frames, 
the shadowy figure casts 
an unsentimental eye over 
characters in the midst of bitter 
and bloody conflict. 

"The only truth that I truly 
know is that I am haunted 
by humans," he confides. In 
particular, Death is haunted by 
a girl called Liesel Meminger 
(Sophie Nelisse). 

As tensions escalate across 
Europe, Liesel bids a tearful 
farewell to her Communist 
mother (Heike Makatsch) and 
is delivered into the care of 
foster parents Hans and Rosa 
Hubermann (Geoffrey Rush, 
Emily Watson). 

With encouragement from 
Hans, Liesel learns to read and 
develops a voracious appetite 
for books which is sated in 
secret by the mayor's wife lisa 
(Barbara Auer, who owns a 



vast library of texts, many of 
which would go up in flames at 
one of the Nazis' book-burning 
ceremonies. 

Liesel hides these visits 
from everyone, including her 
neighbour and good friend 
Rudy Steiner (Nico Liersch), 
who proudly enrols in the Hitler 
Youth movement. 

One night, a Jewish refugee 
called Max Vandenburg 
(Ben Schnetzer) arrives at 
the Hubermanns' home and 
they offer him shelter in the 
basement. 

Liesel becomes complicit 
in Max's concealment. 

However, when school bully 
Franz Deutscher (Levin Liam) 
overhears Liesel confessing her 
secret to Rudy, it seems that 
Max's grim fate is sealed. 

Intercut with Death's words 
of wisdom, The Book Thief is a 
handsome and poignant drama 
that compels us to care about 
the heroine as she risks her life 


to protect the people she loves 
from annihilation. 

Nelisse is an endearing 
screen presence, whose 
innocence provides a glimmer 
of light during the darkness of 
the film's tense and harrowing 
moments. She gels splendidly 
with Rush as the man of 
principle with a heart of gold, 
and Watson is imperious in 
opening scenes as an iron- 
fisted matriarch who, as Hans 
puts it, "isn't as strong as she 
looks." 

John Williams's Oscar- 
nominated score resonates loud 
and clear and is complemented 
by excellent production design 
and costumes that evoke the 
turbulent period between 1938 
and 1942. 

Like Death, we too are 
haunted by Liesel and her 
incredible journey, which 
lingers in the memory long 
after the curtain falls on 
Percival's impressive picture.

A touch of 
texture 


ITALIAN garden designer Luciano Giubbilei is 
famous for his creations of understated elegance, 
simple and clean symmetrical design complimented 
by his use of nature, materials, light, space and 
art. 

His style is modern but uses formal approaches 
and clipped plants, while his 
designs are dominated by 
trees, hedges and grasses, with 
frequent repeat planting - and 
there is an all-important texture 
to all his gardens too. 

"Texture is not something that 
we just look at, it's something 
that we experience," Giubbilei 
explains. "Certain surfaces 
make you observe where you 
are going to be walking, for 
example. Smooth surfaces are 
easy to walk on, which will 
encourage you to look further 
afield to observe a space more in depth." 

Texture isn't solely focused on the physical feel 
of something, he continues. 

"Texture is associated with emotion. The way we 
experience space isn't just visual." 

He has used this vision to create the Laurent- 
Perrier show garden at this year's RHS Chelsea 
Flower show, comprising a simple geometric 


layout juxtaposed with detail which explores the 
contrasting concepts of stillness and movement, 
elegance and rawness. 

The walls of concrete and metal combine lustres 
and materials; the stone surfaces are executed 
with contrasting finishes; the flow and reflection 
of the water gives light and 
animation to the space. The 
planting features delicate forms 
alongside bolder architectural 
leaves - providing a colour 
spectrum of yellows, creams 
and whites, punctuated by 
accents of blue, with a backdrop 
of deep green foliage. 

A strong wooden sculpture 
designed by highly acclaimed 
American artist Ursula von 
Rydingsvard will also contribute 
to the garden's exploration of 
texture. 

He insists you don't need designers of the 
highest level to make texture work though, and 
says it can be created in any garden, even the 
smallest space. 

"If I just had a patio and I wanted to create 
texture, the only thing I need is one beautiful tree. 
That would create the texture." 

Choose patio plants carefully to create different 
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textures. Cluster groups of pots together 
combining clipped evergreens with more fluid 
plants such as ferns. He favours predominantly 
green schemes, but these could be enhanced with 
the inclusion of pots of bulbs such as Tulipa 'Belle 
Epoch', with double flowers in shades of coffee 
mousse, flushed with pink. 

In a wider space, placing clipped plants such 
as box or beech hedging next to wilder varieties 
such as ferns, which are softer and less uniform, 
will create an effective contrast of stillness and 
movement. 

"People can create a mood in their garden using 
green, big-leaved plants such as hostas, ligularia 


and darmera (umbrella plant), which give you 
weight in a border. That weight also creates a 
certain feeling of calm." 

In the Laurent-Perrier garden, the hard materials 
include a concrete wall, a cedar wood sculpture 
with a backdrop of concrete. 

Giubbilei adds how he believes in the use of 
straight lines in his designs. "For me, the straight 
line has an honesty about it but the curve is trying 
to mimic. You never have to see a straight line. It 
can be perfectly hidden with planting on the very 
edge of the line."

THE Mitsubishi Outlander 
makes an interesting left 
field choice if you’re look¬ 
ing for a reliable, well- 
equipped seven-seater 
that’s keenly priced and 
decently screwed together. 
There’s just the one engine 
on offer, and it’s a decent 
150PS 2.2-litre diesel, 
mated to an all-wheel drive 
chassis. 

There’s not a great deal of 
choice when it comes to the 
mechanicals. Although 
other markets get a petrol 
engine and a choice of front 
or four wheel drive, 
Mitsubishi UK has decided 
to keep things simple and 
instead just offer one diesel 
engine with a four-wheel 
drive chassis. Although it’s 
105kg lighter than its pre¬ 
decessor, this is still quite a 
big chunk for a 150PS 
engine to shovel along, 
even if the engine has been 
tweaked for a bit more low 
end boost. Peak torque 
arrives between 1,700 and 
2,500rpm, so you’ll need to 
work the six-speed gearbox 
quite diligently to stay on 
top of things. If that’s too 
much like hard work, 
choose the six-speed auto 
option with its steering 
wheel paddles for manual 
override. The auto does add 
1.5 seconds to the manual 
car’s sprint to lOOkm/h, 
stretching it out to 11.2 sec¬ 
onds. Both cars register an 
identical 124mph top 
speed. 

A good deal of develop¬ 


ment budget has been 
spent on improving the 
Outlander’s refinement 
and more sophisticated 
engine mounts, thicker 
glass and improved sound 
insulation materials have 
ah been fitted. Electric 
power steering with passive 
rear steer also feature 
although the Outlander is 
not the sort of vehicle you’ll 
throw around on the long 
way home. Initial reports 


have agreed that the ride 
quality can be a little unset¬ 
tled on surface imperfec¬ 
tions and we await a full 
appraisal of the vehicle on 
UK roads. 

Is this Outlander a better 
looking car than its prede¬ 
cessor? That’s a subjective 
call. The second generation 
Outlander’s front end was 
always reminiscent of the 
Lancer Evo which can only 
be a good thing. The Evo’s 
dead and buried now, so 
Mitsubishi has to move on. 
I’m still not certain that 
what it’s moved on to in the 
case of this MK3 Outlander 
will work for British buyers, 
but the Mazda CX-5 is no 
great looker and that’s 


shifting units quite quickly 
in this same segment. This 
Mitsubishi’s slab sides, long 
overhangs and lugubrious 
face don’t lend it much in 
the way of visual athleti¬ 
cism, but much of that will 
be forgiven when you get 
inside. 

If you’re hankering after 
something spacious, rela¬ 
tively affordable, super- 
reliable and which can seat 
seven, the Mitsubishi
